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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants canceled claims 1 1 and 14. 

2. In view of the amendment of November 7, 2005, previous 1 02(b) rejection on 
claims 2, 4, 16 and 17 over Sakural et a! (JP'693) is hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 12 is objected to because of the following informalities: On the fourteenth 
line following the chemical formulas (L1)-(L3), applicants need to change "with proviso 
that R"-"*, R"-"* and R'-°® are not methyl groups a the same time" to — with proviso that 
pLoi pL02 gi^jj pL03 i^Qj methyl groups at the same time -~. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sakurai et al 
(JP 56-1 10693 and its English translation provided by PTO). 

Sakurai discloses (2-carboxyalllyl)trimethylsilane ((CH3)3SiCH2-C(=CH2)-COOH) 
and (2-butoxycarbonylallyl)trimethylsilane ((CH3)3SiCH2-C(=CH2)-COO- 
CH2CH2CH2CH3) in pg.2, eighth paragraph of English translation. Therefore, Sakurai 
teaches present compound of fomiula (1) (present R^ being a hydrogen atom or a n- 
butyl group). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-10, 13, and 15-18 are allowed. Sakura et al (JP'693) does not teach or 
suggest present compound of fomiula (2), (3), or (4) of claims 2-4. Sakurai et al does 
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not teach or suggest present synthesis method of claim 5. Also, as previously 
indicated, Haider ("A Simple Synthesis of (2-Ethoxycarbonylallyl)trimethylsilane, A 
Potential Synthon for the Synthesis of 2-Methylene-4-alkanolides", Synthesis (1985), 
(3), pg.271-2) does not teach or suggest present synthesis method of claim 5, which 
requires the use of an oxalate (Haider uses ethoxalyl chloride instead). Sakurai et al 
does not teach or suggest present polymer of claim 6.
